April 8—Strikes of ra il­ 
road yard men iii defiance of organiz­ 
ed railroad labor continued here today 
with the likelihood of spreading to 
other titles. 
Sympathetic strikes have already 
broken out in several places and there 
is now talk of extensive strikes being 
tailed shortly 
in 
several 
leading 
cities. 
Buffalo switchmen of 
the 
seven 
railroads running out of there are re­ 
ported to have walked out. 
Firemen 
and engineers there ure reported to 
have voted to walk out in sympathy 
with them. 
2500 switchmen on all lines enter­ 
ing Kansas City struck last night. 
Switchmen at St. Louis. Missouri ure 
forming a rump union and are ex­ 
pected to strike this week. 
Freight handlers in the Cincinnati 
yards have put in a demand for in­ 
creased wages and unless they are 
forthcoming It is feared a strike will 
result. 
Several Illinois cities report sym­ 
pathetic walkouts with the Chicago 
switchmen and organizers 
are 
en­ 
deavoring to form local unions and 
their men joining with the Chicago 
yardmen association. 
All of the strikes are termed as 
illegal by the big four brotherhoods of 
railroad officials. 


95,000 Men

It is referred to the com­ 
mittee on expenses. 
McCormick said 
his proposal was to investigate the 
force behind the “ outlaw strike." 
McCormick declared that the situa­ 
tion centered around Chicago is ex­ 
tremely serious and threatened a tie 
up of transportation on live stock 
and other food products.
